with a cash and fame motivation 
by Dumont. Latter is a musician- 
promoter of third-rate classification. 

That philharmonic label puts this 
80-piece get-together orchestra un- 
der a_ disadvantage. It will be 
judged as a symphony, whereas its 
best popular chances undoubtedly 
would be in the direction of the 
semi-classics. This applies partic- 
ularly to radio. Dumont with his 
broadcasting experience should 
know that slowly-unwinding com- 
positions of great length and much 
technical complication will win only 
limited favor over the air where 
competition is keen and a turn of 
the dial so arbitrarily final.
